NORFOLK APARTMENT BUILDING is home 
to an underground, high-security cash vault. 
Its operator is uneasy with the new neighbors.

NORFOLK 

For years, trucks with thick, bullet- 
proof shells motored around the blocks 
north of Waterside Drive. Maybe some 
downtowners have taken notice. Maybe 
they’ve even mused about where those 
hefty vehicles came from or were headed. 

One thing’s for sure: It’s not a mystery 
that could be solved easily. Most vendors 
in the discreet world of cash storing, sort- 
ing and moving don’t post neon signs ad- 
vertising their places of business. Imag- 
ine a map pointing directly to where the 
dead presidents are buried. 

But what lies beneath an apartment 
building in the center of Norfolk is a 
high-security vault that handles tens 
of millions of dollars in cash, coins and 
checks. Daily. 

It’s a fact that likely would have escaped 
common knowledge without the airing of 
a dispute in state and federal court be- 
tween Marathon Development Group and 
the tenant it inherited when it bought the 
Bank of America tower in early 2016. The
